Vital  Statistics:  The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  25,750 
)npared  with  25,670  in  1953,  The  birth  rate  after  adjustment  for 
jmparative  purposes  was  16,3  per  1,000  population  compared  v/ith  17«9  for  the 
•evious  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l6,59  The  death  rate 
idjusted)  per  1,000  population  was  11,2  compared  with  11.6  for  1958  and 
,6  for  England  and  Wales,  (l959)o  The  infant  mortality  rate  on  the  other 
nd  rose  to  32.8  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  a considerable  increase  on 
le  rate  for  the  previous  year  (23.0)  and  on  the  average  for  the  Country  as 
whole  (22, 0),  In  approximately  one  third  of  the  cases  congenital 
ilformation  was  the  cause  of  death. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis):  Although  there  was  an 
itbreak  of  dysentery  which  gave  rise  to  108  notified  cases,  infectious 
.sease  notifications  during  the  5^ear  vrere  fewer  than  in  1958,  when  measles 
.s  epidemic.  The  dysentery  outbreak  began  among  school  children  in  whom 
le  infection  was  generally  mild  and  due  to  the  sonne  bacillus. 

Two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  paralytic  and  one  non- 
iralytic.  Vaccinations  against  the  disease  continued  throughout  the  year, 

1 increased  number  of  persons  of  15  years  and  over  being  vaccinated  under 
18  County  Scheme.  Tlie  numbers  of  all  age  groups  receiving  a third 
ijection  were  also  increased. 

Tuberculosis : An  increase  is  recorded  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
sspiratory  tubeixulosis  notified  during  the  year.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
iar  a survey  was  carried  out  in  the  town  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s 
mature  Radiography  Service  and  the  results  are  summarised  in  Section  F of 
lis  Report, 

Cancer:  There  was  a decrease  in  the  annual  mortality  from  cancer 
jnerally  and  this  included  a slight  reduction  on  the  number  of  deaths  from 
mg  cancer. 

Environmental  conditions  affecting  community  health  continued  to  receive 
■ose  attention. 

One  of  the  Department’s  important  functions  in  this  respect  concerns 
lusing  and  further  action  was  taken  both  formally  and  informally  towards  the 
i-imination  of  unfit  dwellings  and  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions 
merally,

The  General  Manager  of  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  has  informed  me  that  there 
no  major  developments  in  distribution  etc.,  in  the  area  of  the  Borough  served  by 
Company;  sterilisation  of  the  water  as  a routine  precautionary  measure  continued. 

Regarding  the  Deal  Corporation  undertaking  the  Borough  Water  Engineer  has 
k rmed  me  of  the  proposed  implementation  of  the  plans  for  the  provision  and  installation 
r 770  60  kw  alternators  for  use  as  standby  generating  plant  in  the  event  of  failure  of 
k national  grid  supply,  the  electricity  being  necessary  for  operating  the  submersible 
J s and  tower  pump  at  the  'Waterworks,  These  alternators,  taking  the  place  of  a 37 
i old  and,  in  the  event  of  an  emergency,  in-efficient  steam  engine,  will  ensure 
inuity  of  the  abstraction  and  distribution  of  the  town's  water  supply.  The  laying 
ne  four  inch  and  two  three  inch  diameter  water  mains  to  serve  newly  developed  housing 
tes  was  also  completed.  Filtration  of  the  water  at  source  is  unnecessary  but  a 
m chlorir^ating  plant,  installed  in  1958,  sterilises  the  v^ater  by  the  automatic 
ication  of  liquid  chlorine  at  a rate  proportional  to  the  flow  of  v/ater  being  treated; 
chlorine  residual  in  the  water  is  automatically  recorded. 


Routine  sampling  was  carried  out  in  respect  of  both  undertakings  at  source  and 
loints  of  supply  and  hi^ily  satisfactory  reports  continued  to  be  received. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  took  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
ample s of  the  Deal  Undertaking  Water  and  10  of  the  Mid  Kent  supply,  both  as  delivered 
lie  public.  As  stated,  all  were  reported  to  be  hj.ghly  satisfactory.

The  water  is  pure  and  wholesome  and  is  suitable  for  the  put" 
supply" .

Source  - Tap  on  standpipe  direct  off  mains.  Sterilised, 
Analysts  - The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories. 


"This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction  and  free 
metals.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content  of  miners 
saline  constituents  in  solution  are  not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  star] 
organic  quality.  The  results  of  analysis  are  indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  wsj 
suitable  for  public  supply  purposes". 


(b)  Private  Supplies; 


Of  twelve  samples  taken  from  private  wells  for  bacteriological  examination 
7;ere  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  Inspection  of  the  wells  showed  no  obvious  source 
dangerous  pollution  and  the  contamination  was  likely  in  many  oases  to  have  been  tl 
of  siirface  water  gaining  access.  Advice  v/as  given  regarding  the  continued  need  foi 
sterilisation  of  the  water  before  drinking  pending  a decision  as  to  the  practioabi]| 
providing  a mains  supply. 


DRAINA&E  AND  SEWERAG-Hs 


During  the  year  a survey  of  the  main  drainage  system  of  the  Borough  was  urn 
by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  with  a view  to  evolving  a scheme  of  improveme

Pollo¥/ing  the  bacteriological  survey  of  the  Tovm’s  bathing  beaches  referred 
the  Annual  Report  for  1958,  the  following  is  a Report  submitted  to  the  Public  Heali 
Committee  on  the  findings  in  April,  1959. 


"I  have  to  report  on  the  investigation  of  bathing  beach  contamination  at  Des 
during  1958* 


A series  of  tests  was  made  between  May  and  October  v/hen  over  90  samples  of 
v/atcr  v/ere  taken  from  various  sections  of  the  beach,  covering  all  states  of  the  tic 
These  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  f/Iaidstone  and  the  Department  is 
indebted  to  the  Director,  Dr,  J.H.C,  Vfelker,  for  his  co-operation  in  the  investigai: 
carrying  out  the  bacteriological  work  involved. 


On  examining  the  data  obtained  there  is  ample  evidence  that  the  effect  of  di 
sewage  in  the  sea  is  to  maintain  a bacterial  content  in  the  shore  water  of  a potent 
harmful  nature  which  varies  greatly  in  degree,  depending  on  a nuiuber  of  iraporlant  f 


Those  factors  may  be  assessed  by  the  bacteriological  results  obtained  thougi: 
picture  is  not  clear.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that  beach  pollution  at  North  Deal 
considerably  reduced  as  long  as  the  tide  is  flowing  norlby/ards,  and  the  same  applie^

In  order  to  minimise  the  beach  contamination  generally,  stringent  control  ov 
timing  of  sewage  discharge  is  essential.  Under  normal  conditions  discharge  from  No 
should  begin  only  during  the  early  part  of  the  noidh-bound  current  so  that  sewage  b.i 
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tiance  of  getting  clear  before  the  current  turns  south.  For  similar  reasons  sewage 
pge  at  Walner  should  be  restricted  to  the  period  of  the  south-bound  current. 


Assessment  of  a possible  hazard  to  public  health  in  the  light  of  these  results  must 
a natter  of  opinion  as  no  i-elevant  epidemiologj.cal  data  was  available  locally  during 
8 There  are  no  generally  accepted  bacterial  standards  for  sea  v/ater  presuming  it  safe 

re  for  bathing.  Certainly,  if  ordinary  fresh  v/ater  standards  were  applied,  sea 
at  Deal  could  not  be  recommended.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  reassuring  that  no 
if  tely  pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated  from  any  samples  in  the  series.  Organisms 
enteric  and  food  poisoning  groups  were  those  looked  for  as  they  are  likely  to  be 
in  heavily  polluted  waters. 

In  areas  where  they  have  been  found,  samples  have  probably  been  imsatisfactory  much 
onsistently  than  they  have  been  at  Deal,  On  this  basis  therefore  danger  of  infection 
lis  source  at  Deal  might  reasonably  be  considered  remote-. 


For  parallel  though  not  similar  reasons  the  potential  hazard  of  poliomyelitis 
ion  may  not  be  as  great  as  was  thought  at  first.  On  this  point,  however,  as  on  the 
generally,  it  is  hoped  that  more  definite  conclusions  will  be  made  p)ossible 
Lng  analysis  of  the  epidemiological  findings  of  the  Woi’king  Party  on  Bathing  Beach 
Lnation,  the  results  of  which  have  not  yet  been  published".

In  the  other  case  specimens  from  the  patient  and  suspected  foodstuffs  were  nega| 
for  organisms  of  the  food  poisoning  group  and  this  case  was  presumed  to  be  one  of  nc 
specific  toxin  food  poisoning. 


Cases  otherv/ise  ascertained;  Husband  and  wife.  Not  notified.  Suspected  food 
ham  v/hich  had  been  stored  in  meat  safe  in  warm  humid  kitchen.  No  pathogenic  organis| 
were  isolated  from  this  ham  or  from  either  patient.  Presumptive  non-specific  toxin 
food  poisoning.
